The 7/4/71 ’Washington Post ,r carried an article (cofcy att&ChSa; 
by William Gr eider entitled ’’Analysis of Stolen FBI Documents Provides 
Glimpse of Bureau, at Work. ” Greider has written previous articles of thi) 
sort in which the Bureau is subjected to snide criticisms under the guise 
of objective reporting. The 7/4/71 article is typical of the Greider style 
1 of yellow sheet journalism and , like the others injects unwarranted criticism , 
into a so-called analysis of the. various FBI documents stolen from the Media, j 
Pennsylvania, Resident Agency which have made their way in to f-hs hands r>f . 
j several newspapers. 0 \ [ 1 



1 Greider claims that the Media documents offer an unprecedented 

glimpse of how the U. S. Government watches its citizens, and he adds 
gratuitously ’ ’particularly black citizens. ” The latter thought obviously i 
^intended to falsely convey the impression that the Government, namely the 
IFBI, is giving undue investigative attention to blacks. At least half of the 
j article is devoted to the fact that the FBI has spent considerable time (at 
jleast in the Philadelphia area represented by the Media documents) checking 
{into the activities of black individuals and organizations. And even though 
Greider mentions, but glibly glosses over the fact that the FBI’s sole interest 
in individual blacks or black organizations lies in the area of extremism and 
in the critical question of potential for racial violence, he manages to sketch 
a picture of latent if not glaring racism on the part of the FBI. In this 
\ connection the reading public that is truly concerned about the matter of 
Extremism and obvious potential for racial violence will clearly see through 
Greider *s transparent 'effort' to paint a racist label on the FBI. 'Naturally 
there are those of the ultra liberal camp, who are already ali^cned/against 
the Bureau, and such articles .offer some comfort. 0

Greider, through manipulation of the language and clever use of 
semantics and innuendoes, has twisted the known facts in an effort to make it 
appear that the FBI has engaged in activities which are beyond the scope of its 
i authority or even responsibility. He has attempted to show that the FBI has 
1 conducted investigation, or to use Ms words placed persons under surveillance 
when the facts do not warrant such action, or when the facts indicate such 
activity should' be discontinued. He has quoted from former Special Agents who 
, have become lackeys of jackals such as himself. Although the identity of such 
former Agents is not disclosed, it is obvious that he is using tripe from 
assorted malcontents who have no real knowledge of the Bureau’s overall 
responsibility and authority.* A good example of tMs is the alleged quote from 
j a former Agent, "The Bureau has a tendency never to purge its files. " U

On July 10, 1969, a spokesman for the Pentagon- 
Security Police, General Services Administration. (GSA) , ad- 
vised that a group of about 30 affiliated with A Quaker Action 
Group (AQAG) , arrived at .the Pentagon Building at 12:40 p.m.

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE FBI 

Among the files liberated from the Media, Pa., office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation early in March was a memorandum on WILPF dated September 24, 1965. 
Mr. Hoover’s agency, aroused by our announcement that Martin Luther King, Jr., .would 
speak at our 50th anniversary dinner, became concerned over possible communist 
infiltration of our organization. Attached to the memo and sent to FBI offices* in 37 
cities around the country was the list and biographical sketches of candidates for 
national board printed in our newspaper, Four Lights, July 1965. 

We neither appreciate nor need tlie FBI’s snooping on us or our members. We 
have always operated in an open manner. We welcome as members all who believe in 
working by nonviolent means to create the conditions which will make peace and 
freedom possible. We do not inquire into the political affiliations of those who wish to 
join us. 

Wc have publicly and repeatedly rejected anti-communism as a basis for foreign 
policy or as a tactic for witch-hunts and political repression at home. We pride our- 
selves on our international outlook and on our sophisticated approach to political and 
economic questions. We recognized long before it became popular to do so, that 
communism is not monolithic, and that there are, merits as well as imperfections in all 
existing forms of political , and socio-economic systems. We do not believe in “devil" 
theories. 

Invasion of privacy and violation of constitutional rights are serious matters to all 
citizens who believe in freedom. Technology with its advanced snooping devices and 
data banks makes the operation of information-gathering agencies a grave menace to 
liberty. We call for a curb on Big Brother, and resolve that we will not be intimidated 
by those who seek to discredit us or to distract us from our goals.
